SUBJECT: Mark Clark Committee Mongers' Visit to ORR, 

26 November 195k 


1. Colonel Miller an* Mr. Foley (for the latter part ef the tine 
only) visited Photo Intelligence Division from 0900 to 09>0 and were 
briefed by the division chief and his deputy. About five minutes were 
spent on a rapid tour of the branches of this division. The following 
subjects were discussed: 

a. Mission of the division, methods by which the work is 
accomplished, and degree of satisfaction felt by the division 
in its accomplishments. 

b. Relations with Graphics Register as to possible con- 
flict in missions and possible advantage ef placing Graphics 
Register under the Photo Intelligence Division. 


c. Types of support furnished, with particular reference 
to percentage devoted to the DD/P area and the classification 
of that support as for intelligence collection er for cold war 
activity. 

d. T/O and on-duty strength of the division, sources of 
personnel, and possible conflict with military services in 
recruitment. 


2. Between 1000 and 1100, Colonel Miller and Mr. Foley visited 
Cartography Division and wero brief od by the division chief* At ^7® 
of the interview, a brief tour of the division was taken during which the 
Committee Members met the chief of the Development and Construction 
Branch. It was the opinion of the chief of this division that the ▼inters 
were not well posted on the techniques of cartographic work and that the 
survey was too superficial to determine, if such were its purpose, whether 
the Cartography Division should be abolished, be doubled in sise, er be 
maintained at its present strength. The following subjects were discussed: 


a. The history of the division, including its prior 
service with OSS and the Department ef State. 

b. The responsibilities of the division as compared with 
other —p— »*niri ng units in the U.S. Government} whether Car- 
tography Division "interprets" soaps} and whether it reproduces 

maps. 
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c. The background and training ef personnel in the division. 

d. The areas supported by the division, both within CIA and 
in the intelligence eeaanmity at large, and the percentages for 
extra-CIA support and DD/P support. 

e. Coordinating activities, particularly in connection with 
Array Map Service and in connection with the problems involved in 
the transfer of the Graphics Brandi ef the division to OCI. 

3. The Clark Committee Representatives visited Geography Division 
between 1100 and 1200 and were briefed by the division chief. A very brief 
period was spent with the Chief ef the USSR Branch. It is the opinion ef 
the chief ef this division that Colonel Miller: and Mr. Feley were favorably 
impressed, though he comments that Colonel Miller did net have the back- 
ground to ask incisive questions concerning the functioning ef the division 
and that he showed a tendency of asking a question, often immaterial, 
before the previous question had been answered. The following subjects 
were discussed* 

a. T/O, responsibilities, and authorisation for responsi- 
bilities (these three very briefly). 

b. Products and requesters! the NIS program, border 
studies, and regional analyses were mentioned, but the majority 
ef the time available was devoted te evasion and escape studies.

d. Cartographic support ef the division.

b. Coordination ef requirements with particular reference 
to part played by 0RR in the coordinated economic reporting 
program and the authority for that program in Executive Order 
No. 1021*9. 




6* At 1500, Colonel Hiller and Mr. Foley met again with Acting ADAH 
and the area and staff chiefs. This period wes planned to allow opportunity 
to the Representatives to ask additional questions. They did not, however. 
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bring any new natters. Colonel Miller again emphasised that, in the 
written naterial to be submitted later, we should give him what we think 
he would want or need if he were a favorable advocate for ORR appearing 
before a net necessarily friendly group who demanded the reasons for the 
existence of the office. The Committee Representatives departed at 1530.
